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THIRTY-TWO ARE
KILLED BY STORM
AT GINCINNATI

Railroad Bervice is Partially Par-
alyzed and Wire Communica-
tion is Nearly Suspended
After Tornado.

MANY PERSONS ARE MISSING

Captain of Towboat and Eighteen of
Crew Drowned When Boat
is Upset.

PROPERTY L0SS ABOUT MILLION

According to figures complled early
today, more than gevenly persons
waere killed and several score injurad
by the violent wind and ralnstoria,
which extended from Nebraska to
Ohlo last night.

The property damage is estimated
at sovernl million dollars.

The greatest loss of life occurred in
Clocinnat] and vieinity, where thirty-
two persons are known to be dead
and fifteen miseing, eighteen of the
dead there being deck hunds who
ware drowned by the capsizing of the
towhoat Convoy In the Oblo river.

In eastern Missourl the storm as-
gumed the proportions of & tornado,
demolishing many buildings In Bt
Charles, a town of about 11,000 pgo-
ple. ‘

8t. Peters, a town of 300  in-
habitants and Gllmore, a village of
100 people, were almost wiped out
by the tornado. In St, Charles and
8t. Peters there was no loss of iife,
while in Gilmore only onhe person was
killed-

In Lincoln and Custer countles, Ne-
braska, wind and hail caused heavy
damage to crops, and in the village
of Callaway several bulldings were
unroofed. There had been no loss of
life reported early today.

In southern Illinois the storm was
gevere, causing heavy damage in
many localities.

At Mound City the bustness part of
the town was flooded.

In central and southern Indiana
three persons were killed and many
injured. Telegraph and telephone
service was demoralized, bulldings

- spere unroofed and crops damaged by
the heavy wind and rain.

CINCINNATI, O,, July 8. —Thirty-
two persons are known to have lost
thelr lives in the terrible wind and
rainstorm that swept this portion of
the Ohfo valley last night. That this
tota] of fatalities will bs imcreased
within the next few hours appears
ecortain, as at least fen of those re-
ported ns missing are belleved to be
under the ruins of five buildinga
that collapsed in Sixth street, west
of Mound.

The property damage, it Is estimated,
will be more than $1000000. Tha lst of
dead Includes twelve men of & crew of
eighteen of the towboat Convoy, which
went down during the storm. None of
the bodies hnd been recovered,

The storm was coually severs over
northern Kentucky and the property
damags there will almost equal that suf-
fered by this clty. Only one death has
been reported from the Kentucky side of
the river today The c¢rop Adamage wWas
beavy.
